A blinding rain and hailstorm ac- 
companied the wind in all three 
States.

Wife of Young Millionaire 
Seeks Separation.

Cruelty Charged to Member 
of Pioneer Family. 


Extreme Effort Made to

Utmost secrecy surrounds the suit 


tor divorce just filed by his wife 


against J. Calvert Foy, son of the 
late Samuel C. Foy, Los Angeles pio- 
neer, millionaire property owner and 
business man.

Irish Potatoes Bring China and Japan 
Into Court in Legal Battle 
for Freight. 


China and Japan lined up in the 
Township Court yesterday in legal bat- 
tle. The Japs are on the top, after 
the first skirmish. Ultimately, how- 
ever, the Chinese may get revenge for 
the greater battles of 1894, when they 
lost the Lian Tung Peninsula and 
Port Arthur. 

The plaintiff is Wong Tong, a pro- 
duce commission merchant of No. 331 
Towne avenue. The defendants are 8. 
Yukawa and T. Kitahata, doing busi- 
ness as the . 4 K. Produce Exchange. 
Miles 8. Mitchell is attorney for Wong 
Tong, and F. D. R. Moote and Mr. 
Tappan for the Japanese. 

The first move on the part of the 
Japs wes to move the disqualifica- 
tion of Justice Ling as having once 
been attorney fot the Chinese. The 
court said it was proper that he 
should retire from the case, and Jus- 
ce ree was called in. 

A carioad of Irish potatoes—calied 
“spuds” by the Japr—is the cause of 
the controversy between China and 
Japan as represented by their people 


in Los Angeles. 

Wong charges that the Japs sold 
him 324 sacks of atoes at $1.25 a 
sack by sample, the understanding 
that all the carload would be like the 
sample. Wong handed over $110.85 as 
first payment for the freight; but 
when the spuds were carted to his 
warehouse he discovered that on the 
top of each sack were a few po- 
tatoes, and the rest were bad. 

Wong then demanded his $110 back, 
but Kitahata postponed payment, say- 
ing he would sell the potatoes over 
and then pay, and asked permission 
for the “spuds” to remain in Wong's 
warehouse until they were sold. 

Meanwhile, along came City Inspec- 
tor R. K. Desmond and condemned the 
whole lot as rotten. This did not help 
the sale, and Wong finally brought 
suit. The case went to trial yester- 
day, but the defense objected to the

After review- 
ing the evidence he denounced the in- 
sanity plea and stated that the de- 
fendant simply determined to get rid 
of Thayer, who was causing trouble in 
the family, and got his gun and went 
out and shot him, .

GREAT MARKET PLACE SCHEME 
FOR LOS ANGELES.

ideal Design, as Worked Out by 
Architects, Embraces Provision for 
Kindred Enterprises Being Brought 
All Under One Roof — Building 
Would Cover Several Acres. 


With plans for several new markets 


completed and actual work on none of 


these projects begun, there ts still an 
opportunity for various architects in 
Los Angeles to inject their ideas of 
an ideal market place, as has been 
done by Dennis & Farwell. ‘The con- 
struction of a building to house the 
produce trade for a city growing as 
rapidly as Los Angeles is a serious 
one and cannot be carried out with- 
outa great outlay of capital, The 
least possible amount that an ade- 
quate market can be constructed for, 
covering between five and ten acres, 
would, according to estimates al- 
ready made, be no less than $150,000. 

At this figure materials would be 
of cheaper grade and the general 
construction would be none too firm 
for the purposes intended. At pres- 
ent two plans have been completed 
and the backers of both continue in 
their assurance of commencing work 
in the #mmediate future. There are 
other smaller projects and plans form- 
ulated, but none of them have 
taken so definite an aspect as the 
ones backed. by the Los Angeles Mar- 
ket Company and the City Market 
Company, the former controlling the 
present market and the latter intent 
on splitting the trade into two sec- 
ons. 


Both of these. companies are an- 
ticipating the erection of large mar- 
ket structures, adequate for present 
traffic and looking into the future for 
ten years. It is urged that it would 
operate for the best interests of Los 
Angeles to have the companies merge 
into one whole and to have them ex- 
pend their hundreds of thousands in 
u great “central market“ such as 
Chicago is erecting at a cost of 
$10,000,000. | 

The architectural design of the 
building is copied after the style of 
the Spanish Renaissance period, with 
slight modifications along the lines of 
the mission style prevalent in Califor- 
nia, The great tower in the center, 
rising several hundred feet from the 
ground, is designed after the famous 
“Ghiralda" tower of Seville. pain, 
noted the world over as one of the 
most beautiful examples of its pecu- 
Har construction. 

The flanking towere might readily 
serve for tonsorial pariors, a restaurant 
or similar purposes, now ~ scattered 
about in any possible bulldings in or- 
der to be near the market. The second 
story of the ideal market could be 
partly occupied by an exhibition hall. 
In this the many products of South- 
ern California might be displayed at 
better advantage than is being done at 
the Chamber of Commerce. An inno 
vation would be a large assembly hall 
for the benefit of the various frult and 
vegetable associations which meet sev-

Immediate improvement of the inner 
harbor at Wiimington, and the bulld- 
ing of docks and warehouses at as 
early a date as possible in the outer 
harbor at San Pedro are indorsed by 
the Los Angeles Consolidation Com- 
mittee in letters sent yesterday to the 
consolidation committees of San Pedro 
and Wilmington, 
The desires of both harbor cities are 
met in the communications sent out, 
and it is believed that the action of 
the Los Angeles committee will set at 


the representatives of this city in their 


harbors. 
In the first place, the local Consoll- 
dation Committee declares that the 146 
acres owned and controlled by the city 
of San Pedro is the most available 
place to make the municipal improve- 
ments in the construction of docks and 
warehouses in the outer harbor, and 
that this tract should be improved as 
soon as practicable. 
CONNECTION WITH HIGHWAY. 
Also it la declared that suitabie ap- 
proaches should be built, to connect 
such docks and warchouses with the 
county highway system; furthermore 
that, after consalidation, San Pedro 
shall be made & terminal point for all 
transcontinental rallroads. 
In the matter of the requests made 
by the people of Wilmington, the Con- 
solidation— Committee puts itself on 
record tn favor of immediate improve- 
ment of the inner harbor to meet the 
demands of commerce, and the rea- 
sonable requirements of the people of 
Wimington; early improvement of 
streets leading to the water front, and 
cross streets to connect with the high- 
wav leading to Los Angeles.

JOBBERS INDORSED. 
SAN PEDRO NOW SATISFIED. 


SAN PEDRO, May 14.—The Execu- 
tive Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce in secret session last night 
approved and adopted strong resolu- 
tions expressing confidence in the As- 
sociated Jobbers of Los Angeles and 
removed doubt concerning the attitude 
of the jobbers toward securing ter- 
minal freight rates for San Pedro after 
consolidation of the two cities, to- 
gether with the belief that other im- 
portant matters will be adjusted satis- 
factorily to both cities. 
That these resolutions were adopted 
in the face of determined opposition on 
the part of at least one member of the 
Executive Committee is very evident 
from statements made by members 
this morning. Both the session of the 
Harbor Committee, which made the re- 
port through its chairman, and that 
of the Executive Committee, which 
adopted the report, were secret. The 
Harbor , Committee met yesterday 
morning. The report of this commit- 
tee was adopted last night after a 
three hours’ session of the Executive 
Committee, 
At the conclusion of this session 
President 8. M. Storer. who admits 
that he was opposed to the adoption 
of the report of the Harbor Commit- 
tee, declined to make the report pub- 
lic on the ground that such action 
would be “‘discourteous to the Jobbers’ 
Association” This morning, however, 
the report was made public by Secre- 
tary E. I., Blanchard, together with a 
letter from the Jobbers’ Association 
and one from Blanchard certifying to 
the approval and adoption of the re- 
port by the Executive Committee. 
The letter from the Jobbers’ Asso- 
clation was received following a sec- 
ond conference with the jobbers on 
Tuesday and is a codicil to the com- 
munication of May 4, pledging the job- 
bers to aid in securing terminal rates 
after consolidation. The codicil states 
“that this association, after consolida- 
tion between San Pedro and Los An- 
geles has been effected, will immediate- 
ly use its best efforts to obtain for San 
Pedro as nearly as possible the same 
rates out of San Pedro as obtain out 
of Los Angeles on State business, tak- 
ing the question of mileage into con- 
sideration.” The letter is signed by 
M. H. Newmark, president. 
The report of the Harbor Committee 
as adopted by the Executive Commit- 
tee reads: 
‘SAN PEDRO (Cal.) May 13. 1909.— 
To the San Pedro Chamber of Com- 
merce, Gentlemen; Your Harbor Com- 
mittee begs leave to report as follows: 
We hereby express confidence in the 
Associated Jobbers of the city of Lo« 
Angeles as embodied in the resolutions 
ned May 4, and May 11, 1909, by that 
— regarding terminal rates for San 
Aro. 


This committee has always cunsid- 
ered the matter of terminal rates the 
most vital subject affecting the growth 
and development of San Pedro as a 
commercial port. 

Your committee has always had 
grave doubts, based particularly upon 
the past attitude of the Associated 
Jobbers of Los Angeles concerning 
the granting of termina! rates after 
consolidation has been consummated. 
However, we will frankly state that 
the discussion with the Associated 
Jobbers, held May 4, 1909, has, in a 
great measure, helped to remove these 
doubts. 

There are many other important 
matters that should be thoroughly dis- 
cussed and understood before consoll- 
dation is effected, which, we believe, 
will be satisfactorily adjusted to both

Were they merchants, Jews, who in 
their travels preferred to follow in the 
track of Paul, combining business 
with pleasure, so to say? Or did they 
now adopt Paul's old calling of perse- 
cutor and organize the bloody busi- 
ness? From the two cities they now 
come. What malignity! It did not 
even have the extenuation of a de- 
Sire to save their fellow Jews from er- 
ror, for there is no evidence that 


there was a synagogue in Lystra, or 


many Jews. It was pure religious 
rage. Almost all the persecutions 
against the aposties were started by 
the Jews. : 

2. Reversed Admiration. 

They succeeded in persuading the 
fickle multitude that the aposties 
were impostors, and it wounds one’s 


pride to think that an imposition has 


been practiced on hien. It reads as if 
they did not have a great deal of trou- 
ble in persuading them to stone them, 
or to stone Paul, at least, the man 
who made the speech and told them 
they were worshiping mere man. 
thereby implying that they hid 
shown dulmess and credulity. it 
would come rather easy to them to 


stone hin. Some people in Lystra, 


you may be sure, joked them about 
trying to worship a couple of men, 
and Jews at that. The Jews them- 
selves ed the mad heathen mob in the 
stoning, and Paul must have been 


forcibly reminded of the first stoning 


he ever attended and the part he 
played in it. He probably re:ers to 


this in the Second Corinthians (XI., 
25.) The man was stoned in the city, 


for this was not a Sacred city to the 


Jews, and they were in too hot haste 


to wait until he could be taken out- 
side. They leave him on the road in 
contempt and suppose him dead; but 
he is not dead: he has vitality and 
determination and his work is not 
done. Who are those disciples who 
solemniy stand round his prostrate 
form? They were  Lystrans, and 
among them might have been Tim- 
othy, whom Paul, on his next mis- 
sionary journey, will take with him. 
The Jews have gone hone, now that 
they have got rid of him; 30 when he 
recovers he can go into the city in 
safety and the next day go on to the 
next city, Derbe.
